.RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 11.—A bill 


by Senator Booker, Halifax, designed 
to protect co-operative marketing as- 
sociations from contract "Junipers," 
already adopted by the Virginia-Sen- 
ate,', today" was passed by the House. 
The vote was 63 to 2. 


The measure was vigorously op- 


posed_at the Senate committee hear- 
ing, -by representatives of independent 
warehouses, but it passed the upper 
body by a safe margin and was ad- 
vanced on cfie House calendar with- 
out opposition. Delegate Warren, of 
Pittsylvania, directed the bill's course 
in the House. 


Under provisions of the measure, 


all contracts with co-operative mar- 
keting associations will »be filed with 
the clerks of court. Contract "break- 
ers" and independent warehousemen 
selling such tobacco or other "con- 
tract" products would be subject to 
conviction for misdemeanor. 


The Norris bill, imposing a license 


tax of $5,000 on each agent soliciting 
labor in ^Virginia for use outside the 
state was passed by the House. The 
vote was 61 to 5. Agents soliciting 
labor for maritime trade and Virginia 
contractors using laborers Irom this 
state 
temporarily 
elsewhere 
are 


exempted from provisions of the bill.

mittee action on tax equalizat on, ap- 
propriation bills and pilotage legisla- 
tion is expected to -be completed this 
week in the Virginia assembly. 


Some of the Senate finance sub- 


comm ttees of the Senate has now, 
Gunn's tax. equalization bill, with a 
substitute offered, up for considera- 
tion. 
The Gunn bill is sponsored by the 


commission 
on 
simplification 
and 


economy and provides for assessments 
throughout Virginia under the direc- 
tion of a state tax board, located In 
Richmond. 
The Epes substitute of- 


fered, 
-provides 
for 
equalization 


through local authorities, with super- 
vision by the state board. 
The 


Buchanan bill, which has the support 
of the southwest delegation, would ef- 
fect equalization through local boards, 
the members of which would sit every 
five years, giving the state board an 
opportunity to be heard on any case 
if the latter decides a change in as- 
sessments. 


One of the most heated legislative 


battles in recent history of Virginia's 
assembly has been predicted by law- 
makers when the question is placed 
before the two houses for decision. 


The house already has two meas- 


ures relating to the Virginia Pilot As- 
sociation on its calendar. One of 
these is the currency and commerce 
committee b.ll to place the association 
under jurisdiction of a 
commission 


composed of the 
presidents of the 


Norfolk and Newport News chambers 
of commerce, chairman of the board 
of Pilot commissioners, head of the 
Hampton Roads port committee and 
the judge of the 
Circuit Court of 


El zabeth City county. 
The other 


measure also, was offered by the com- 
mittee and would raise the pilots 
license taxes from $5<t to $75 to pay 
operating expenses of the proposed 
board of control. 


The Senate committee on agricul- 


ture and mining has a measure by 
Senator Barron. of Norfolk city, very 
s'tnilar to the house committee tj 
and another measure by Senator L*s- 
ner. Norfolk city, to place the associa- 
tion under jurisdiction of the state 
corporation commission.

Pittsburgh police forces, succeeded In 
quelling 
the 
disturbance, 
which 


started when the convicts used ex- 
plosives in an effort to dynamite their 
way to freedom

The dead are1 
William Pieffer, assistant deputy 


•warden. 


J. A. Coax, an overseer. 
-, 


Warden J. M. Egan reported that 


the plot was bom in the minds of 
four or five "bad men" recently 
transferred to the prison here from 
the Eastern penitentiary to be disci- 
plined. 
He added that he believed 


the plot was engineered by a. quartet 
of convicts known as "The Four 
Horsemen." 


They had help from the outside,' 


the warden declared. 
Prisoners numbering more than 


1,000 had just breakfasted and wcra ' 
about to go their tasks In the work- 
shops when the blast ripped the main .- 
gates and a section of the wall, rock- 
ed the entire Woods Run district, - 
shattered windows and caused resi- 
dents to flee from their homes. 
\ Pieffer and Coax were nearby. They 
started on a run for the hole in th» 
wall but were intercepted bs_15- con- 
victs who disarmed them, beat them 
and then shot the officers with their 
own jrung. The prison yard became 
a battleground as other prisoners and 
other guards joined in the fighl. The 
guards concentrated near the gates 
and threatening the prisoners with 
the sawed off shotguns, ordered them 
to their cells. But the explosion Had 
signalized an attempt to escape and • 
with liberty in sight they were stub- 
fight. 
Even the 


cells added their 


voice to the confusion, shouting and 
beating upon the walls and bars and 
crying defiantly to the guards In the 
tiers. 
A few of these convicts got 


loose but the guards met them, hand 
to hand, and threw them back into 
the cells. 
When it became evident that th» 
guards in the yards were not faring 
so well a call for help went out to the 
city and the county and city officers 
were soon in the thick of the fight.

He 
stationed the county detectives on the 
walls while guards and patrol mea 
took up the battle in the enclosure.

It is believed generally that with

of additional national 


guardsmen, the countys law enforce- 
ment will pass Into the hands of the 
military instead of having them act as 
now under the direction of W. H. Mc- 
Cowan, held to be the only county of- 
ficer standing as such. 


At present there are five companies 


of guardsmen in Herrin; three compa- 
nies of infantry, a machine gun com- 
pany one troop of cavalry on foot and 
a headquarters company at Johnston 
City. 
Major General Milton J. Foreman or 


Chicago, will command the "troops or- 
dered into Williamson county. Gener- 
al Foreman was ordered here because 
he is a lowyer as well as a soldier, 
said Carlos Black, state adjutant gen- 
eral, who also is here. 
No untoward incident occurred last 


night in Williamson county, accord- 
ing to reports to the military authori- 
ties here early today. 
The troops have placed machine 


guns in strategic positions in 
three 
towns over which they are exercsiing 
military control and guards have been 
thrown about the courthouse a.t Mar- 
ion and the city hall and hospital 
here.

Adams family was a very large one. 
John had five children. John Qulncy 
four. There are some descendants of 
John Adams living today, but I am 
convinced there are far fewer than 
people think.

maturity and the last deseendanf-of 
Jefferson died many years ago. 
Madi- 


son had no children. Monroe had two 
daughters. 
Both married. 
I have 


not been able to learn of a living des- 
cendant of Monroe. Jackson had no 
children. 


Five of the first *ix families who oc-

DONT BREATHE: IN BABY'S FACE 
Mrs. W. M. G. writes^: A great deal 


of publicity has been given of late 
years to the 
warning 
of mothers 
against 
thoughtless 
and 
harmful 
practices in the handling and care of 
the children. 
But there is one 
important evil 


which, so far as I now, has never bfen 
mentioned.

whicli grownups 
breathe into
